Treaty Now Pending in United 


States Senate Ties Hands of 


Provisional Government 


Havana, O ct 12.—The provisional 
government will have nothing to do 
with the question of the sovereignty 
of the Isle of Pines, or with the sep­ 
aration of the government of the 
island from the rest of the Cuban re­ 
public. The executive authority of the 
United States already has declared 
that the Isle of Pines belongs to Cuba 
and has embodied that affirmation in 
a treaty conceding the sovereignty of 
the island to Cuba, and this treaty is 
now' pending ratification in the Amer­ 
ican senate. 
The entire matter being 
one for the adjudication of the state 
department, the provisional govern­ 
ment, which is wholly under the w'ar 
department, will not mix therein. 
The mode of government of the 
Isle of Pines as part of the Cuban re­ 
public may be altered or amended, but 
the desire of Americans in the Isle of 
Pines for territorial or municipal gov­ 
ernment as part of the United States 
cannot be conceded by any act on the 
part of the provisional government of 
Cuba or the war department. 
The president of the American As­ 
sociation of the Isle of Pines has not 
y et interviewed 
Governor 
Taft on 
this matter, but the most that is like­ 
ly to be gained will be the placing of 
an American military officer as tem­ 
porary governor of the island in lieu 
of the present Cuban may or, with 
whom the relations of the American 
residents have not been pleasant. 
The American residents of the isle 
have adopted unanimously a resolu­ 
tion exonerating Secretary of State 
Root and General Leonard Wood from 
all blame in connection with the turn­ 
ing over of the isle to Cuba, and they 
feel that this step ought to open the 
way to negotiations for making tho 
isle American property . 
They consid­ 
er the present condition of affairs op­ 
portune for securing a settlement of 
the matter, which they believe may 
hang fire indefinitely in the United 
States senate. 
Governor Taft has decided that the 
pay of the Cuban senators and con­ 
gressmen be stopped with October 1. 
when the Palma administration ceas­ 
ed. He will decree the congress to be 
In recess until tbp question of its 
status is settled. 
The battleship Lou­ 
isiana will leave here Saturday after­ 
noon for Norfolk via Key West, with 
Governor Taft and his party on board. 
The Louisiana will be accompanied by 
the battleship Virginia, with General 
Frederick Funston on board. 
The 
battleship New Jersey and the cruiser 
Minneapolis will sail for the north to­ 
day . followed shortly by tlio cruiser 
Newark 
The cruiser Brookly n and 
the battleship Texas will remain here. 
With the arrival in Cuba of additional 
army forces, the marines now here 
will be gradually withdrawn.

Although there were more apples 
produced in the vicinity of Rushville 
this season than there has been for 
many y ears, the retail price at the 
groceries does not seem to have been 
affected to any noticeable extent. 
It 
has been estimated that more apples 
are now going to waste or being made 
into cider in the country than will be 
consumed during the entire winter. 
In many places the farmers have turned 
the hogs into]the orchard to eat the 
fallen fruit, rather than]take the time 
to pick it up and bring it to town and 
sell at a reasonable price. 
It costs 60 to $1.25 per bushel to buy 
ordiuary apples at the grocery in this 
city . 
The price is practically the same 
sa when the crop has been but fair. 
At the same time thousands'^ bushels 
that might.be sold are left ly ing ajiout 
to'rot in the orchards. 
If one goes to 
the country and picks the apples he 
may secure them at 80 or 40 cents per 
bushel. 
Farmer*]claira it is worth the 
difference in price to bring the fruit 
from the country to the city as it is 
necessary that the]apples be picked to 
prevent their being bruised or injured 
in any wav. 
Forty cents or more 
seems to the city ]resident.to.be]a good 
price for the picking of a bushel of 
apples and the hauling of them to tho 
city , but the farmer say s ¿that As what 
it is worth and that is w’hat must be 
paid. 
That the shade of the old apple tree 
is more than a song to Indiaua farmers 
is shown by the 1906 apple statistic» is 
being 
tabulated 
by 
State 
Sta 
tisticlan Joseph H. Stubbs. 
At pres­ 
ent fifteen of the ninety two counties 
in the State have been tabulated and 
the crop so far hears all indications 
of being a record breaker. 
Some of 
the counties in which the largest crops 
of apples]are generally found]have not 
sent in statistics for the compilation 
y et, ]and it is expected [that these 
counties will show greater crops than 
their history tells of. 
Of the counties from which statis­ 
tics have been leceived Olay leads 
with a total ofjl35,200]busliels to the 
township. 
Owen county is next]with 
111,000 bushels. 
Third 
in order is 
Bartholomew 
county 
with 
109,000 
bushels. 
Other 
counties 
in which 
crops are large are Johnson, 53,000; 
Jennings, 
54,000; 
Brown. 
67.000; 
Pike, 54,500. 
In nearly all of these 
counties the crop this y ear has been 
much larger than that of 1905. 
In 
Wells county the increase was from 
10,100 busheels 
to 31,000. 
In Ulay 
county it was from 26,950 to 135,200. 
Daniel Brown shipped four hundred 
bunhels'of apples to Indianapolis this 
season. 
John Beaver and others in 
the vicinity of Glen wood have shipped 
about six 
thousand 
bushels. 
Indi- 
anajtolis commission men have been 
at Ulenwood buy ing apples for some 
time and have been shipping them out 
by the carload.
